And upon this account all Profeſſors rhar 
live under the Goſpell, be they of what 
height they will, they are Hypocrites, they 
never hada ſound wark of God: if there be 
a mixtnre in the principles and the end, 
they are hypocrites that wever had a through 
worke of God, and pure divine principles ating 
in their ſoules : but have a mixture. of other 
ends in their hearr,thar Co leaven and ſpread 
rhrough their whole principles,they are Hy- 
pocrires.

Sol, Truely they had jome workings on 
their ſoules; and pangs 1n their conſciences, 
chey law ſome ſins, and had ome teares, and 
lived where (it may be) they had {ſome (weet 
notions of rhe Goſpel] , and they hada 
promiſe, - and took it 1n preſently betore ever 
they knew the nature ot it, and rejoyced; and 
were confident of their own eſtate , and of 
the love of Gad; fo they £0 away merry trom

ver him : Such a hypocrite rhere 1s in the 
world. Look to it, this man walks ep by 
ſtep, he walkes lo exactiy that the Saints may 
admire him : ſo curiouſly that none can dil- 
cover him : Bur for thoſe 9Jorious converies 
with Chri, and through powerful workings, 
he never knew them « he 1s the faireſt to 
Jook upon of all ſorts of hypocrires: Now 
there may be many things I ſhould have 
ſheiwn to you, how to diſcover thole ſorts 
ef hypocritie ; As, 


Firſt, to ſhew to you that of all forts and 
fraines;ſelf 2s the bottome of all they do,thar is

would have all men to: be pure in their ſpt- 
rits, and let every man pur himſe!f to ir;

Secondly, to anſwer that ; you will find

Churches : Now in the. latter diies 
they grow more glorious than ever , there- 
Fore Chriſts exhorration had need be more 
prefling ;: formerlie hypocrifie was coorſely 
cloathed, could hardlie ſtep out among the 
Saints, they were ſo' prying , and ſo-cun- 
ninglie carefull to obſerve the dangersof the 
Devill, i in times of danyer and perſecution: 
Now when the Sun ſhines; faire daies again, 
Religion ſeems to flourith inthe ourſide of 
it, andthere is a benefit by. the name of it, 
men will be very glorious in: hypocrihie :

ſeeing into a mans heart; forthough they: 
be cloſero others, itis tranſparent ro God's . 
-he ſees all che cunning of -chy fpitit , and 
veines of thy ſoule, how thou doſt delude thy 
own heart, therefore if thou would be' 
ſound, look afrer that, the feate and dread 
of God : Remember, 'wiar it 15 for me to

Ir is a dreadfult 
ching., yer grace 1snot bound up, 11s not. 
himired art all , it may be God may ſh&w 

more riches of grace upon ſome ſeules , but 
ic 15 nOtuſuall : ctheretoreif ever you would: 
be ſcared from hypoeriſie take heed of that ; 
whena man comes to'dye, andſhould come 
at lalt to refreſh” kunnſetf with the thought 
that he hath ſerved God fiirhſullly, and fins _ 
cerely; and finds go corfiforts of all his dn-.

is fit for wrath , he harh laid inſnch rreaſures 
there, thar he 1s every day treaſureing up 
wrath againſt the day of wrath, 'that he will 
be forced to take in the thoughts of wrarh,

tologk into your own hearts , bur ask eve- 
ry motion what it comes from, whither it 
moves;try every thing tn your own fpirits;let 
nor any motion.go tree unexamined in your 
own ;omes,: bur have aſevere cenlure oft; 
no durie but have a,juryonir , look into the

©bierve your ..ends, and how you attaine 
them conſtanrtlie ; ifever men would be fin- 
cere - and free of hypocrifie , they mult be 
thus ſpiricualite {evere to their own foules :

the fleight common dealing with our jpirits, 
{ that we are formall andcold) that makes 
{o many deceits in mens hearts which lodges 
ſo ſecrelie-within ;, we do not go to purpoſe 
with the ſearch of our: own ſpirits, chal- 
lenging our hearts in every duty: we ought, I 
coniefle, to be carefull how we queſtion . the 
motions of grace in our hearts: But a watch-

Firſt, know, it & good for thee to have thy 
hypocrifie diſcovered, ic 15a mercy. to thee , 
and a fayour of God thar he will ſhew thee 
thy inward parts, that he will diſcover the 
ſecrers of thy -hearr , whileſt he lers:others 
e0 6n 1n that eſtate,and never knows whats 
within all the daies of their lives, only mind 
outward as : this1s (o far from being a dif- 
couragement , that you ſhould bleſſe God 
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182 Hypocrifie diſcovered in 
for it, that he hath been pleaſed ro ſhew 
thee ibine own heart, the tiraunes o: hypo- 


ctiiie ih a duty; God might have lett thee 


to 20 on, and thought thy jel! what thou art 
Secondly, Remember , the more thou diſ- 
covercjt the ſecret workings of hypocriſie, the 
more it is & figne thou groweſt in grace, for 
rhis 15 the grear end of grace,as by the incom- 
inss of it to ki!l-fin, fo for to diſcover fin, 
and the {ecrets.of-it : 'the more ſpiricuall 
any heart grows, the more he grows in the 
wa: tights of his own heart, the more he 
comes to be acquainted with thoſe ſpirituall 
kincs of wickednefle in his own ſpirit : And 
be noc therefore croubled ar thar, poor ſoule, 
for ir1s rather a ſigve of chy grace than. hy 
pocrilie, chan of any other impulſe; becauſe 
God doth (till by degrees ſhew thee thy 
own heart, io long as thy heazt is againſtit, 
'. Thirdly, be nor diſcouraged by thefighrs 
of hypocrifie as long as thou findeſs a ſincere 
heart frem the diſcovery of it : that uc , ſo 
long as thou lyeſt in wait frons the ſincerity of
